More ground covered and more ex- 
periences to relate. At Cleveland, I 
availed myself of transportation ‘on 
a truck as far as Paynesville, Ohio, 
and then, in six different automobiles, 
I made my way to Erie, Pa., which is 
only 90 miles from Cleveland. One of 


my hosts was a picturesque character 
who reminded me of Micawber, of Da- 
vid Copperfield fame.

It is cold here and the wind is 
whipping off Lake Erie with a fury.

and a bed, I wandered through the 
bizarre streets which appeared to me 
to be more mysterious than the sets 
of an oriental movie-thriller.

I intend to remain here in Buffalo

' INFLATION ON THE-WAY 


The action of the federal govern- 
‘ment in raising the price of newly- 
‘mined silver from 64.64 cents per 
tine ounce to 71.11 is a definite 
step in the announced policy of 
President Roosevelt toward con- 
trolled inflation of the currency and 
' credit. 

The reaction should be to largely 
Increase silver output, raising the 
‘prices of commodities, and bringing 
‘about the issuance of additional 
money against the increased silver 
stocks in the federal treasury. 

Inflationary influences have been 
‘quietly at work for several months 
and while so far not generally no- 
‘ticeable should be evidenced by the 


: 


dend of this year, rising to definite 


tproportions during 1936. So far its 
influences have been chiefly notice- 
table in expanded credit and a mod- 
‘erate increase in money in circula- 
tion, brought about, in the main, by 
the lending activities of the federal 
government. 

Progress toward inflation can be 
-brought about in two ways, by ex- 
pansion of credit, making it possible 
for both business and the consumer 
jto secure money with which to 
make puürchases, and through the 
expansion of the currency through 
reduction of the gold and silver con- 
tent in money and the issuance of 
mew currency against the reserves 
‘thus created. 


Every depression from which the 
‘United States has suffered has been 
followed by a more or less marked 
period of inflation. During a de- 
pression money becomes more val- 
uable and commodities and tangibles 
less valuable. This is deflation. 
When the prices of commodities 
and tangibles begin to rise and the 
purchasing power of the dollar de- 
‘clines, the inflationary process has 
set in. 

The administration is pledged to 
‘reasonable inflation; congress with 
‘its various inflationary blocs is of 
the same mind, and, to a large de- 
gree, it is favored by the public. 
The farmer wants it because it will 
mean more money for his products; 
many merchants because it will 
bring quicker turnover of their 
stocks and therefore more profits; 
manufacturers of consumer goods 
‘because the retailers will buy more, 
‘and real estate holders because real 
estate prices will rise. 

President Roosevelt seeks a mod- 
terate, controlled inflation as against 
‘the headlong inflation that has 
‘brought disaster in Germany, France 
land other countries in the past. 
‘While inflationary processes can 
‘never be without dangerous possi- 
bilities, the United States possesses 
safeguards that have never before 
‘existed in any country against an 


* 
unreasonable currency expansion. 


+ The gold content of the dollar 
‘ean be revalued, the federal reserve 
system can control credit through 
the medium of raising or lowering 
‘rediscount rates. Low rates, such 
“as now exist, mean that the banks 
will be liberal with their loans, 
while high rates will bring a tighten- 
ing down in credit and an accom- 
‘panying deflationary influence on 
“general conditions: The govern- 
ment can use the $2,000,000,000 
‘stabilization fund as a direct check 
Jon inflation; the RFC can squeeze 
down on its creditors; the mortgage 
policies of the HOLC and FRC can 
tightened; and government 
spending can be sharply curtailed.

WASTEFUL BUT NECESSARY. 

Schoo] superintendent from:a near- 
by city inquires whether disinfectants 
for ust in school lavatories are ap- 
proved by health authorities. He had 
gained the impression from reading 
this column that the use of such odor- 
iferous disinfectants is wasteful and 
unnecessary. mts 

No health authority or sanitarian | 
has the cheek to advise or sanction 
the use of such “disinfectant.” But 
the petty grafter has to be provided 
for somewhere, since it is difficult to 
cut in on the huge salary budget of 
the school system, and so the amiable 
politicians on the board of education 
toss these little favors to the glean- 
ers, A deserving henchman in the 
local ring probably has an under- 
standing with the manufacturer or dis- 
tributor of the noisome nostrum, which 
permits a nice cut from the fancy 
price nominally charged for the dis- 
infectant.” 3 . 

As a matter of fact the materials 
commonly used in that way are indif- 
ferent disinfectants anyway. 

Citizens whose senses ure offended 
by this crude practice should resent 
the affront to their intelligence and 
register protests with the municipal 
postoffice, railroad, 
hotel people who maintain such nui- 
sances. That sort of reaction, if you're 
not beholden to the great ones or 
afraid of your shadow. will bring a 
new deal in cleanliness and decency in 
such places, just as did the occasion- 
al angry squawk of the hotel patron 
against the noble old tradition of soak- 
ing the guest a premium price for his 
morning newspaper, which today they 
shove under his door with a pleasant 
good morning. 

The motive for the use of loud 
smelling “disinfectants” in lavatories 
is consciousness that the facilities pro- 
vided are primitive and unfit for de- 
cent people to use. Those responsible 
hope fo disguise this by distracting 
the patron’s attention with a different 
odor. Unfortunately the patron is as 
likely as not to believe that the power- 
ful chemical aroma ow does pro- 
tect against the risk of disease.

EPILEPS Y CAUSES — | 


ELECTRIC CURRENT 


| IN HUMAN BRAIN 


DETROIT, April 11 -A Har- 


vard discovery that epilepsy causes 
in the bruin an electrical disturbance 
of a distinctly traceable. pattern was 
reported to the Federation of Ameri- 
can Societies. for experimental biology 
here today. 

This electrical pattern is recorded 
on a chart much as are heart: beats. 
It may lead to discovery of the place 
in the brain where epilepsy originates. 

If that can be done it opéns the pos- 
sibility of brain surgical operations 
for epilepsy. 

The experiments were reported by 
F. A. Gibbs and Hallowell Davis, of 
the Harvard Medical school. Mr. 
Gibbs pointed out that there are 
about 500,000 persons in the United 
States suffering from epilepsy—about 
the same number as are ill of tuber- 
culosis. 

Neither brain nor body abnormali- 
ties to account for epilepsy have been 
found, déspite thousands of medical 
studies. But the electrical instruments 
at Harvard reveal abnormal. electri- 
cal brain currents.

T0 LEGALIZE GAMBLING 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 11.— 
Florida, which entertained one 
and a half million winter visitors dur- 
ing the season now drawing to & close, 
would legalize and tax all forms of 


gambling, including lotteries, if pro- 
posals before the current session of 
the legislature are enacted. 

Numerous bills and resolutions, now 
before the house and senate minit- 
tees, call for such legalization and tax- 
ation to finance old-age pensions, pub- 
lie schools and the general expenses 
of the state government. 

All forms of gambling, except pari- 
mutuel wagering on horse and dog 
races conducted under the supervision 
of the state racing commission, are 
now prohibited under Florida laws, 

The racing business carries a 3 per 
cent tax and the money is divided 
equally among the 67 counties of the 
state, The cut for each county this 
year will be about $20,000, almost 
enough to run county governments in 
the more sparsely settled parts of the 
state. 

Among bills before the legislature, 
some requiring amendment of the state 
constitution by vote of thé people, are 
proposals to: 

Legalize and tax all forms of gam- 
bling, except lotteries, for payment of 
old-age pensions. 

Legalizé lotteries to be conducted 
by the state for the support of gen- 
eral governmental activities. 

Lebatize wagering on the Spanish 
‘ball game known as jai alai (hi li fi). 

Give the public schools the present 
revenue from bets on horse and. do 
races and to increase the tax from! 
to 6 per.cent, with schools getting 
half of the revenue. 

Legalize slot machines, with coun- 
ties taxing each machine $100 a year 
for the benefit of schools.

Claiming Rule 
Is Altered 


At Miami 


MIAMI, Fila., April 11. The 
universal claiming rule of the Nation- 
al Association of State Racing m- 
missioners has been shorn of the sec- 
tion forbidding entering of horses for 
more than $2,000, claiming stakes ex- 
cepted. 

Announcement of the change was 
made here by Walter H. Donovan, 
president of the association and sec- 
rétary of the Florida commission, who 
said the $2,000 top provision con- 
tained in the rule as originally drawn 
and stricken by action of the commis- 
sions” resulted in “much discussion 
and opposition.” 

“It was believed that the value in 
claiming horses is probably a matter 
of operation by the racing secretaries 
and controlled by local conditions,” 
he added. The section was stricken 
after a telegraphie poll of state com- 
missions belonging to the association. 

The amended rule reads: No 
horse shall be entered in a claiming 
race for less than twiee the value of 
the purse to the winner, claiming 
stakes excepted. 

“In claiming races any horse is sub- 
ject to claim for its entered price by 
anyone starting a horse at that meet- 
ing, such starter includes all horses 
that go to the post up to the race in 
which the claim is made or by his 
authorized agent, but for account only 
of the owner making the claim or for 
whom the claim was made by the 
agent, provided, however, that no per- 
sons shall claim his own horse or 
cause his horse to be claimed directly 
or indirectly for his own account. 

„It a horse is claimed he shall not 
start in a claiming race for a period 
of 30 days from date of claim for less 
than 25 per cent more than the amount 
for Sales he was claimed.”

DEKALB AIRPORT 
AWAITING FUNDS 


Work on the new DeKalb county 
airport on the site of the old Camp 
Gordon parade ground will be started 
as soon as Georgia’s share of the 
$4,880,000,000 federal public works 
fund is made available, Jesse Draper, 
one of the chief sponsors of the proj- 
ect, announced yesterday following a 
conference with Federal Emergency 
Relief administration officials and 
County Commissioner C. A. Mathews, 
of DeKalb county. ‘ 

The new airport, which will be de- 
veloped on a co-operative program be- 
tween the FERA and DeKalb county, 
will give Atlanta its second major 
port, the city being one of the last 
in the county to have only one air- 


rt. 
DeKalb county already has leased 
the 300-acre tract formerly used at 
Camp Gordon for a parade and drill 
ground from T. R. Sawtell, the own- 
er of the property, and Commission- 
er Mathews told Mr. Draper Thurs- 
day the county is ready to proceed 
with leveling of the field as soon as 
the government furnishes the funds. 
Winder Fort Approved. 

As plans for the DeKalb airport 
neared completion construction of an 
airport at Winder was approved by 
the FERA, Phillips Moore, airports 
division engineer announced, adding 
that work would begin Monday. 

When completed with FERA labor 
the Winder field will be taken over 
by the commerce department as an 
emergency landing field. It will be 
manned by four persons. A radio sta- 
tion and other equipment will be in- 
stalled when the grading work is com- 
pleted. The airport will be imme- 
diately northwest of Winder. 

Air Schools for DeKalb. ; 

“We have a number of leading avia- 
tion schools ready to move to the 
DeKalb airport as soon as it is com- 
pleted,” Mr. Draper said in discuss- 
ing this project. “Right now there 
is no large school operating in At- 
lanta and I think this is the only 
major city in the country which is 
without such a school.” 

Mr. Draper said the field would 
in no way detract from the develop- 
ment of Candler field, the Atlanta 
municipal airport. 

Every city of any size in the 
country has two or more airports,” 
he said. “Chattanooga has two, Bir- 
mingham has three. Montgomery has 
two and New Orleans has four. Two 
will not be enough for Atlanta wich- 
in 10 years and I am glad the De- 
Kalb county -project is progressing 
because we are going to need it be- 
fore long.“ 

Terms of Agreement. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
between the FERA and DeKalb coun- 
ty, the federal. government is to fur- 
nish the men and materials for the 
project and DeKalb county will fur- 
nish the necessary equipment and 
also furnish transportation to the 
workers sent to the job. 

It is expected 200 men will be put 
to work on the task as soon as the 
1935 funds are made available out of 
the $4,880,000,000 relief program re- 
— approved by President Roose- 
velt. 

Commissioner Mathews is ready to 
send several giant steam shovels and 
other equipment necessary to the tract. 

Only Await Money. 

“As far as DeKalb county and the 
Georgia office of the FERA are con- 
cerned we could start the job tomor- 


lowing the series of conferences. All 
we need is the money from Washing- 


Georgia will get its fair share of the 
total. I expect the airport will be 
ready for aviators within several 
months.” 

The Atlantn aviation enthusiast de- 
clared a number of private aviation 
companies already had shown a deep 
interest in the field and also that its 
future has been praised by a large 
number of army air corps officers. 

»The building of hangars and shops 
is something we not worr 
about,” Mr. Draper said.. “There al- 
ready are enough companies interested 
to see those things are done. All they 
want is a landing field and those who 
have inspected the Camp Gordon tract 
are agreed it is the best available site 
in Georgia.” 

Mr. Dra r also revealed that army 
officers who have inspected the site 
have declared a second Atlanta air- 
port is necessary if the city is ever 
to receive a large number of planes 
in one fleet. 

Vital Necessity, Says Pilot. 

“Major H. A. Dargue, one of the 
army’s most famous pilots, looked over 
the projected airport last year and 
said it a vital necessity for At- 
lanta,” . Draper said. “He has 
commanded a large number of air 
fleets and he said he could not * 
a large fleet of planes to Atlanta 
there was only one airport for them 
to land on. He said at that time un- 
less Atlanta had a second airport it 
would be necessary to send some 
the planes to Chattanooga, Birming- 
ham, es | or Macon to land.

AGAINST WAR URGED 


By the Associated Press. 

A call for a nation-wide student 
strike against American participation 
in war went out yesterday to univer- 
sity campuses and public schools, 
with the National Student Strike 
Committee at New York estimating 
that at least 150,000 students would 
heed the call. 

The strike, scheduled for between 
11 a, m. and noon today, has gained 
the approval of a number of eastern 
college and university officials and 
the support of church and political 
leaders, the leaders said. 

Dennison University, at Granville, 
Ohio, is sponsoring a special chapel 
service, while college officials have 
approved dismissal of classes at Col- 
gate, University of Pennsylvania and 
University of Virginia. 

The committee expected 50.000 stu- 
dents to turn out in New York city 
and virtually all colleges and univer- 
sities were expected to be the scenes 
of mass walkouts with the exception 
of Fordham and St. John’s. 

Vassar and Smith Colleges were re- 
ported by the committee to be ready 
for 100 per cent turnouts.
